knocked to the crossing, and rolled 
and crushed beneath the wheels. 
T h e Arbough ambulance was Imme­ 
diately summoned, and the body is be­ 
ing held at the morgue, aw aiting word 
from Alliance, where it is understood 
Bower is survived by a Wife and two 
children. 
H e had come to this city 
with other Pennsylvania carpenters 
only this morning.
